The Tennessee Society of Deaf- 
Ma tea had its second convention 
September 3d) ith and SI b, at the 
Tennessee School for the Deaf, in 
Knoxville, Tenn. The meeting was 
mostly a '•reunion" <>f ex-pupils 
of lhal school, l»«u deaf residents 
iif Tennessee, who had attended 
oilier State schools, and also sumo 
deaf visitors from other States were, 
present. The attendance was <'<>m 
posed of 129 members of the Ten- 
nessee Society, and also 48 other 
deaf-mutes not members 177 In 
all. All were lodged freeof charge 
in (he dormitories of Hie Instiu- 
t ion by the kind Invitation of the 
Board of Trustees or the school. 
Miss Sal He Jackson, the Matron, 
deserved praise for seeing that the. 
lodgings were comfortable and in aj 
tidy condition.

A. Palmer, of Nashville, Tenn., 
president of the Tennessee Society 
of Deaf-Mutes, appointed Messrs.

McCoy's address, accepting 
Hie welcome extended by the 
Trustees and returning thanks in 

behalf of Ihe Society. Also he 
hoped that there would be harmony

At Nash 
ville, Ihe Centennial Exposition was

from the the Kxposil ion naturally 
blended w ith I he enjoyment of the 

Reunion. So, it could not be p 
lively told whether the Reunion 

here could be Ihe great Ml' 



appeared to ho if it were not for the 
Exposition as an attraction. Na- 
turally, some anxiety was fellas to 
whether the second Reunion here 
could lie be as great a success with- 
out such powerful attraction as the 

Exposition fnrnished the first Re- 
union, and the Directors of the 

Tennessee Society look care, by cir- 
culars and correspondence, to get 

promises from the ox pupils to-be 
present before Calling another Re- 
union. This plan worked well, and 

with 199 memberanow in attendance 
ami L77 deaf-mutes present, this Re- 
union is as great a success, or pos- 
sibly a, greater .success, than many 
conventions with twice or thrice Ihe 
number in more populous Stales 
than Tennessee. This Stale is 
narrow, bul very long — about 600 
miles in extent. The relative dis- 
parity of its dimensions is equalled 
only by those of California, and 
Knoxville is in one far end of t he 
Slate. Many of you have come 
tWO lo four hundred miles. l'ossi 
bly, some of you came lo see how 
this school and city have changed 
and Improved since you were here 
before, but. if so, you preferred to 

come at a. time when yon could 
meet and talk with your old school 

mates, ami get acquainted with 
the other ux-pupils who were ednoa 
led here at different times, evincing 

a. social spirit among yourselves 
that can be cultivated best al 

Reunions. The officers of the 

Temiessnee Society and committees 
have done much in helping each 

other, ami their spirit of bonhommu 
has greatly tended to make this 
Reunion such a success as it is. 

Mr. Palmer dwelt upon ihe value 
of deaf-mule reunions and conxen- 
lVrlnps we are a bil 
clannish, but some elannishll 
necessary, as it is with many other 
societies of the hearing, in the faol 

thai fraternity is t.iie motive ol 

gatherings for the sake of (heir 
well-being In the capacity of Indivi- 
duals to increase their happiness 
and prosperity. It is well for the 

public to know that deaf-mules can 
meet in a body ami pionounce jusl 

judgments on some topics that 

concern themselves, instead of Ihe 
public thinking for them, and also 
lhal they lake wise actions in Ihe 

furtherance of their own Interests. 
In this way, misapprehensions of 

Hie public will grow "small by dc 

grees and beautifully less."

ipel truth. Those who abstain 

from unpleasant personal gossip and

and expended, president Palmer 
appointed a committee on the Trea- 
surer's books: David Watson, Jesse 
Warren and Miss F.dna Locke.

Mr. John Chandler, of llarrinian, 

Tenn , delivered an addres 
"The Value of Reading. " He said 

that il was really more necessary 
for the deaf than the hsartug t> 
— newspapers for current events in 
Ihe world and books for language 

and general views of life. Hearing 

people can learn much without 
reading— the ear does much for 
them. Deaf people must use the 
eye not only in observation in their 
own localities, but also in reading 
what has occuied belli at home and 
abroad, in the present and past 
Besides, reading cultivates their 

powers of thought and langUS 
nothing else can. 
" Farming and Gardening -for 

Deaf-Mutes," was the subject of 
the address of Mr. M. R. Mann, of 
knoxville. He Showed a good 

knowledge of il by his Intelligent 

discussion, and Btrongiy urged the 
occupation as til for deaf-mutes in 
general. Deaf-mutes can be in- 
dependent and happy in the country 
not easily so In the city. Even if 
deaf-mutes make but little, money 
In the country, they can get along 

much belter than in the city. They 
can raise nearly all they actually 
need for their living in the country. 
In the city they have lo pay dear 
prices, thus practically making 
factory earned, however 

good seemingly, almost a pittance in 

the city. Poultry is profitable to a 

fainiei If he raises oats and corn 
for the feeding of chickens it can 
not be profitable if corn oats arc 
bought. 

Mi Daniel Watson, who has a 
market garden very near Knoxville, 
continued Ihe same discussion and 
related his experience as a farmer. 

lie spoke of the " Experiment 

Farm" Of Hie University of Tennes- 
see on Ihe outskirts of this city, 

and its possible usefulness to deaf- 
mutes, who must learn the scientific 
principles of fanning to achieve 
good SUCOeSS, He hoped very much 
that agriculture can be taught the 
same as printing and carpentry in 
this School, al least if the Institu- 
tion will be removed to a more 
commodious place than where it is 
now in Ihe heart of the city.

Job Turner brought to day's session 
to a Clot

Put not many in 
the [Jutted Slates may be aware 
that, the impetus given by this noble 
man to mission work among the 
deal of his own land was fell in, 
and has left its impression on every 
country in Europe, and indeed, iu 
the world. 

Here iu the British Isles, many of 
our Missions owe their existence to 

his example ami encouragement. 

It was my privilege to meet our late 

friend on most of his European 
tours. I can, therefore, speak fiem 
experience. When in Europe, Dr. 

Gallaudet never took the rest he so 

badly needed, but voluntarily spent 
his time in giving addresses and 
speakintr at congresses, or pleading 

from pulpits on behalf of those who 

lay so near his heart— his well-be 

loved deaf and dumb. If mattered 
not to him to what nation they be- 
longed, his heart was so large, it 
had room for them all ! As a deaf 
man, I am it, a position lo fully ap 

predate 'he blank which has been 

left, by the passing of our saintly 
friend. To us he was a living link 
with the days when our class was 

considered incapable of education, 

or of receiving the blessed truths of 
religion, and Ids very name wa* a 
refutation of these old world asser- 
tions, for, waa the father of our 
venerated "Doctor" not the first 
teacher of the deaf in America, and 
was not he, himself, their first mis- 
sionary ? 

His is now the reward of those 
who are "faithful unto death." 

All through his long life, he unself- 
ishly worked for the "children of 

silence," and now on the "other 
shore," hi! is greeted b] an army 
whose ears have been looted since 
he last met them hen- on earth. 
Our beloved friend has indeed en 
tend into the "joy of his Ford."
